A N old fisherman gave me the lesson, and I think

AYDEN, whom we may safely denominate the 
H “father of dental science,’ Was a carpenter 
and architect; Eleazer Parmly Was a printer 
by trade; W, H. Atkinson and W. W. Allport were 
both taltlors’ apprentices; Elisha Townsend Wag a 
watcnmaker in hig early youth; John Green, a 
maker of nautical and mathematical instruments; 
Amos Westcott, an inventor of agricultural imple- 
ments; Edward Maynard, a blacksmith, civil en- 
gineer, and architect, and later one of the world’s 
greatest inventors; 8. P. Hullihen, a silversmith by 
trade; Marshall H. Webb and W. G. A. Bonwill, 
inventive prodigies; John J. R. Patrick and N. C. 
Keep, jewelers and’ diamond-setters; Elisha Neall, 
& traveling tinker and clock and watch repairer, 
while many others followed similar vocations, or ob- 
tained a crude manual training in early youth on 
the farm, which is one of the best schools to give 
the man self-reliance and manipulative dexterity; 
for it is a fact that when a man is able to do things, 
both mechanical and artistic, he possesses a degree 
of self-reliance, self-mastery, judgment, and poise 
of character obtainable by no other means. 

Probably the best fruit of manual training is the 
acquiring of the habit of mechanical analysis, which 
can be learned only by actual work with tools and 
materials. In ancient times, ‘“‘Schools were for the 
study and mastery of books. The arts of the school- 
room were for masters and freemen, hence they were 
noble and were called liberal arts. The arts of the 
mechanics were for serving-men, and were acquired 
only by intimate association with mechanics; so the 
practical arts were held to be degrading because of 
Criticisms and ob- 
jections to educational manual training have ap- 
peared with less frequency in later years, and the 
object and value of such training is rapidly being 
recognized throughout the civilized world. Men of 
all ages have recognized the value of skill gained 
in the use of tools. Vulcan, Archimedes, J. J. Rous- 
seau, Peter the Great, our own Emerson, and many 
others advocated systematic instruction and practice 
in the details of an occupation. In days past it was 
taken for granted that the avenue by which mechan- 
ical skill could be acquired lay only through ap- 
prenticeship. 

The writer fully believes that if a course in manual 
training were a preliminary requirement to the dent- 
al college curriculum, the same as an academic pre- 
paratory course is a requirement for entrance to any 
of our great universities, all dentists of the future 
would be so thoroughly equipped in technical skill 
that each would be competent to practice dentistry 
with a creativeness that would greatly enhance the 
worth and standing of dentistry. 

Dr. Hungerford has aptly sald that “‘Science may 
quarry the marble, but it is the mechanic, the 
artisan, that chisels it unto the likeness of a god.’’

With the exception of the 
Pacific Coast there is no portion of the United States 
where the variation in temperature is so small, par- 
ticularly in summer, as in the Southern States and 
on the Gulf Coast... The same climate renders that 
section of the country a most favored one for di- 
versified farming, and the cotton planter who is 
provident is not dependent upon the great staple 
alone. The average yield per acre is about 180 pounds, 
but improved methods of cultivation, more widely ap- 
plied, are causing a gradual increase in production, 
and the time is not far distant when the average 
will be 200 pounds and the standard of the best 
planters a &0-pound bale to the acre. 

The comparative cheapness of Southern land, mak- 
ing it easy for thrifty tenants to buy it, tends to de- 
crease the number of tenants, the size of the plan- 
tation and the number of nonresident owners. There 
are, however, a few plantations in Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi and Texas ranging from 20,000 to 
30,000 acres in extent.

negroes operate a large proportion of the cotton 
plantations, only 19 per cent of the negro farmers 
own the land they work, while 58 per cent of the 
white farmers are Owners. As the negro farmer usu- 
ally has a large family, which is economical rather 
than expensive on a cotton plantation where boys 
and girls are useful, his opportunities for purchase 
fre excellent. Many negroes rent land, mortgage 
their crops before they are planted to supply stores 
and run through their profits before picking time, 
but not all of them are improvident. For a num- 
ber of years Deal Jackson, a negro who borrowed 
$1000 18 years ago to buy a little farm, and who now 
owns 2000 acres of the finest Georgia land, has mar- 
keted the first bale of Georgia cotton. 

Beginning on the Atlantic Coast before the Revo- 
lution, cotton has moved westwafd more rapidly than 
any other crop. With its center of production al- 
ways in advance of the center of population, it has 
covered the distance between the Carolinas and Ari- 
zona. It was the great pioneer crop of Arkansas, 
Texas and the new State of Oklahoma. The Ssuc- 
cess met with in growing it in the semi-arid uplands 
of the Southwest, where it is but little damaged by 
the boll weevil, promises a brilliant future for it in 
the newly invaded territory. 

Notwithstanding the efforts upon the part of En- 
gland to increase production in her dependencies, 
there is no probability that America, which has the 
largest area of cotton-producing soil in the world, 
will lose her Supremacy in the trade. No great in- 
dustry Was ever more completely paralyzed its 
future placed in greater jeopardy than was cotton 
growing in the United States during the Civil war.

The race 
depends upon these durable satisfactions for wemen, 
and although we see in recent times a Very great 
development of other occupations for women—a for- 
tunate development, too—in almost all cases such 
things prove to be temporary, or, if pursued itn older 
life, have become only a path to the sources of 
higher satisfactions. 

With a man the profession In which he perse- 
veres from day to day contributes greatly to the 
durable satisfaction of his life. Among other things, 
it procures for him his home. It enables him to 
support “her.” It gratifies also his desires for labor.

weather forecast upon erroneous prin- 
ciples, are now hopelessly astray. _ 

Dr. Laidlaw, in the years 183 to 1846, 
was a magnetic and meteorological ob- 
server stationed at the Philadelphia ob- 
servatory of the United States Coast 
Survey. He was well acquainted with 
such famous meteorologists as Espy, 
l’rof. Davidson, and Chapman. Under 
the instructions of Chapman in par- 
ticular, the physician based his re- 
searches on astronomy, and he learned 
that conditions on earth were deter- 
mined by the relations of the planets 
to the sun. 

Question of Light. 

Not by the planetary force of gravity, 
the student learned, were meteorological 
facts explained, but by the light which 
the planet caused the sun to throw upon 
the earth. The various lights are all 
polarized (magnetic), and exert their 
influence on the earth in accordance 
with their color. 

Saturn, for instance, was at the ver- 
nal equinox April 16, and as it is mov- 
‘ng away from the earth at the rate of 
only a degree a month, its influence 
on the earth is still potent. In. ob- 
serving this planet at sunrise and sun- 
set, yellow and orange sunrises and 
sunsets will be noticed, and red suns 
and meons and yellow-tipped clouds—all 
this, provided Saturn be alone in its in- 
fluence, which it is not at the present 
time. 

These colors, then, all suggest without 
error what the ensuing days are going 
to be. Yellow or green or red effects are 
the prophets of warm and fair weather. 
Violet and indigo are for cool, and three 
times out of four they augur wet and 
cloudy weather. These colors, as has 
been said, all represent the planetary 
influence on the sun’s light. 

All Planets Lose 

At the present time six planets, of 
which the earth is one, all moving 
around the sun at nearly the same an- 
gle, are pulling the heat from a. nar- 
row portion of the solar disk. They are 
all, so to speak, warring with one an- 
other—the usual polarization of light 
has gone all awry. 

AS a result, neither the earth nor any 
one of the planets is getting the weath- 
er that it should have. By fall the plan- 
ets will have separated, and seasonable 
weather will return. 
of planets, says Dr. Laidlaw, is most 
unusual, and never in the sixty-odd 
years of his meteorological observations 
has he seen such weather as we have 
had in the past months. He has com-

Observes Weather From Home, 

Dr. Laidlaw, who, through a series of 
accidents has been confined to the 
upper stories of his home in West Fiftv- 
third street for several years. has re- 
tained all his interest in meteorology. 
From his home he has facilities for ob- 
serving storm and cloud movements, 
and prominently displayed in his rooms 
are the daily reports of Weather 
Bureau, together with works on me- 
teorology, some by well-known author- 


the 


ities, others by men whose works prob- | 


ably died before they did. 

When seen at his home, the physician 
was quite willing to criticise their 
words in the light of his knowledge and 
experience. 

“I hold no brief against the Weather 
Bureau,”’ he said. ‘The public has no 
idea of the remarkable work it accom- 
plishes. A book on meteorology 
been issued by the bureau. I bought it 
for $10. It is worth $100. But. neverthe- 
less, forecasting is the weak point of 
these men. There is no school for the 
training of forecasters, and they act 
upon the ideas of James Pollard Espy, 
whose book on storms was published in 
1841. 

Barometric Theory in Error. 

“The idea upon which the forecasters 
g£0 is that the wind always blows from 
an area of high barometric pressure 
to one of low barometric pressure. This 
Was Espy’s theory; it is still «cepted 
by many meteorologists. sut it 
many exceptions. 

“In Wednesday’s storm, for instance, 
there were three layers of clouds, the 
highest of which moved from Southwest 
to Northeast, after passing the area of 
low barometer. The middle layer passed 
from ‘a little East of South teward low 
barometer, and the lowest layer also 
moved towards low barometer. But at 
the end of the storm, the clouds of this 
neighborhood moved frem a barometer 
of 29.7 towards the high barometer of 
the East, which was about 30.1. Thus, 
in the same storm we had both clouds 
and winds, some going to low barom- 
eter, and some going to high. Espy’s 
theory does not account for these differ. 
ences.

“Prof. Maury, in his physical geogra- 
phy of the sea, published in 1855, after a 
broad discussion of trade winds and the 
like, ¢ayrie to the conclusion that mag- 
netism and electricity were among the 
forces concerned in the circulation of 
atmosphere.

“*Thus,’ said Dr. Chapman, ‘I was 
compelled to go back 4000 vears and to 
the oldest boek tm the Bible to get prop- 
erly started on meteorology.’ 

'“Dr. Chapman translated this verse as 
follews, or at least said that it was the 
way he would translate it if asked to do

Luncheon was to be a meal 
served by your maid on a tray in the 
cool ef yeur bedroom while you rested 
a bit befere finishing the ironing. 

You think rapidly over tne contents 
of the larder and are quite in despair, 
for not being French, you are entirely 
unable to prepare a three or four course 
meal with the assistance of one cold 
boiled potato and nothing else. 

Seientific Part. ‘ 

“Now cories the really scientific part 
of your housekeeping, this getting to- 
gether a luncheon that shall not be 
éither skimpy, nor contain such viands 
as your country guests have on their 
own table every week. You would, ef 
course, like to offer them a bit of po- 
tato salad, a cup of cocoa or glass of 
ginger ale and some strawberry jam, 
left over from that which you put up 
the day before. 

“But you cannot afford to do so. A 
luncheon of this.kind, though amply 
sufficient for you alone and for them 
tee, did they choose to think so. would 
astonish their provincial minds as the 
most rigid economy, for country people 
gauge your means by the way you 
dress. They entirely forget, you see, 
that when they come’ to take pot 
fuck, they must not feel disgruntled ‘« 


line pot is empty. 


But it is a fact that 
they prefer tea to cocoa, and jam is 
covering their home cupboard shelves in 
rows and tripple rows. 

“They want new things to eat and 
they are offended if they don’t get 
them. 

Send Out for Food. 

“Therefore send to the grocery or use 
the telephone and buy a can of chicken 
gumbo soup, which is the richest of any 
tinned soups and is one with which they 
are not familiar. This can be quickly 
heated and served in cups with the ad- 
dition of hot water and a little flour 
thickening. If you have any bits of 
cold meat in the house, chop them fine 
and make a souffle, with a cup of hot 
milk, the yolk and white, well beaten, of 
cne or two eggs, parsley, butter, and 
seasoning, a little onion juice and a 
cup of breadcrumbs. Whisk this well 
together and turn into a buttered dish 
to puff up and bake in a hot oven for 
only a few minutes. 

This dish is delicious. if made with 
canned salmon, and always acceptable 
to the country guest. 

Some potato chips from the grocery 
heated to make them crisp, will. go 
nicely. 

“Now comes your salad, which may 
be the potato if you have it, but trim 
your dish with a few nasturtium leaves 
and blossoms, if they are growing in 
the garden, and shave a few tlin slices 
frem a sweet green pepper over the top 
of the dish. Remember that the serv- 
ing of your food means much to the 
guests who are unaccustomed to little 
garnishes that you have as a matter of 
course. Some cheesed crackers with 
the salad is acceptable. 

Lemonade for Dessert. 

“Tf yeu have not fruit nor cake to 
serve for the last course, a good tall 
vitcher of ice-cold lemonade, to which 
the juice of several oranges er a Cup- 
ful ef claret is added, will end the 
meal nicely. 

“Stuffed dates are always welcome, 
too, especially if they are rolled in pow- 
dered sugar. Salted pecans make a 
pleasant addition, and a real streke of 
senius can be made with some cheese 
balis, from a cake of soft Neuchatel 
cheese, mixed with a few chopped pe- 
cans er almends, a trifle of olive oil 
added and some paprika. your 
butter paddles and recll into small balls. 

‘Lead the way after luncheon into 
the cool librar:t or living room, and see 
that your guests have some late maga- 
gines, especially fashion ones, to turn 
ever, while you finish that table-linen 
ironing.

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LIVELY ITEMS OF SPORT 
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QUIT BASEBALL 
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Declares That He Means Just What He Says 
and That He Is Not Fishing for Bigger 
Money But Is Tired of Traveling. 





New York National League Base- 

ball Club, which was in St. Louis 
last week, will give up baseball at the 
end of this season. This means that 
he will neither play ball nor manage 
a ball club after the last game of 1907 
is ended. 

The manager of the Giants, one of 
the greatest generals that the national 
game has ever seen, is not giving out 
this news broadcast, yet he makes no 
denial of its truth, and he admits that 
there are some features of profession- 
al baseball life that he does not like. 

Statements similar to this are made 
periodically by many ball players and 
managers of note at times when they 
are dickering for bigger salaries. Some 

_make it a point to hold out for a short 
time each spring with more or less 
success as to the salary proposition. 
Mr. McGraw, however, has no ax of 
this kind to grind, since his salary is 
mutually agreeable to him and Pres!- 
dent John T. Brush of the New York 
Club, and Manager McGraw has come 
to his determination with the season of 
1907 well under way. The fact is, 
McGraw and Brush have a high ad- 
miration for each other, and a money 
affair is not likely to separate them. 


Is Now Independent. 
John J. MeGraw does not have to play 


baseball any longer. He has been in the 
game fourteen years; has made good 


money during most of this time, and 
now he has commercial and property 
interests which make him independent 
of salary. 

He asserts that what he most hates 
in the baseball life is traveling. To a 
close friend he said recently: 

“I detest more than I can express in 
words this moving from place to place 
throughout the playing season. I have 
been traveling from one part of this 
country to another so much, to say 
nothing of my trips to foreign countries, 
that the very sight of a railroad train 
appalls me. 

“TIT want to stay at home in New York. 
In spite of my sporting proclivities my 
tastes are domestic and I want to 
quench forever the feeltng that I am 
a slave to the Pullman sleeper and the 
tender mercies of the hotel in the next 
city.”’ 

When asked if his decision to give up 
baseball was irrevocable, he said: 

“Practically it is. Of course I might 
be invited to sign a contract for a short 
period of time—say two seasons or some- 
thing like that—for such an advanta- 
geous sum that I would be false to my 
own interests and to the interests of my 
family if I threw down the proposition. 

“Now, understand me. -I am not fish- 
ing for such a contract. I do not want 
it. I still love the national game as 
such, but I am tired of the traveling 
game and, as soon as I can, I am going 
to stop moving around except to go 
where I shall go from personal choice.” 

Not a Salary Bluffer. 
It will be recalled by those who know 


anything of McGraw’s career that he 


has in the past made no public bluffs for 
salary. For some years, while in the 
employ of Edward Hanlon, on the Balti- 
more team, neither Robinson nor Me- 
Graw signed contracts. The contracts 
were formally presented year after year 
to, both men and each ignored the pa- 
pers. Both players, however, were found 
ready to go South for practice with 
their team when the time came, and 
both got such satisfactory salaries that 
they had no quibbles with their club 
management when the season was under 
Way. 
Few, if any, of their fellow players 
‘knew that they had not signed con- 
tracts and few other managers knew 
that they were held only tacitly. 

The manager of the New York Giants 
has been a striking figure in the base- 
ball world during most of the 14 years 
he has spent in the game. The secret of 


his success has been brains, the com-. 


modity which tells in most walks of 
life. When, as in the case of Mc- 
Graw, brains are so co-ordinate with a 
tireless determinatigOn to succeed in ev- 
ery undertaking—a mania for winning, 
it might be called—the success and 
prominence he has won are easily under- 
stood. 
Always a Bread Winner. 

Jehn J. McGraw was born in Trux- 
ton, N. Y., and started out early in life 
te make his own living. He was de- 
voted to baseball and in his early youth 
he was engaged to go to various towns 
to fill up gaps in various sem!-profes- 
sional clubs. Then he was regularly 
signed by the Bay City (Mich.) team. 

In those old days the Baltimore Base- 
ball Club had varying fortunes, mostly 
bad, and Manager WilHam Barnie got 
McGraw, with other young timber, for 
his club. McGraw played generally on 
the bench. He was only 19 years old at 
the Ume and Barnie, when he did trust 
Mac on the fleld, sent him to short- 
eton This was in 1892, 

fn 189 Mr. Edward Hanlon became 
manager of the Baltimore Baseball Club. 

He spent that season in studying his 
elub and his players, and he, with un- 
exampled baseball judgment, not only 
found that young McGraw could play 
ball, but had lots of brains and had 
‘studied the finer points of the game, 
even when kept on the bench. Then 
there developed the Big Four: McGraw, 
Jennings, Kelley and Keeler. It should 
have been a big five, for Catcher Wilbert 
Robinson was a tower of strength and

the big league, the Baltimere club own- 
ers, then including Hanlon and Vonder- 
horst, amalgamated with the Brooklyn 
club. This was McGraw's opportunity 
to show managerial ability. He and Rob- 
inson, having business interests in Bal- 
timore as well as homes and families 
asked to be left in the Oriole 
City. They were left. 

John McGraw was appointed manager 
of the team of 1899, which the people 
derisively called ‘“‘The Leftovers.” Mc- 
Graw hustled for players, especie ‘ly 
pitchers, and looked over the list of re- 
serves claimed by Hanlon. One of these 
pitchers was Joe McGinnity. McGraw’s 
team and Hanlon’s Brooklyns trained, 
respectively, in Savannah and Augusta, 
Ga. In Augusta they came together 
and McGraw downea Hanlon in a ma- 
jority of the games played, and Foxy 
Ned was wonder-stricken. That year 
McGraw struck other persons with won- 
der, for his team took fourth place, 
though the wise prophets had in ad- 
vance accorded to it nothing better than 
a low station in the second division, 12 
clubs then forming the league. 

His joining the American League aft- 
er the reduction of the National from 
twelve to eight clubs, his unfortunate 
quarrels with Ban Johnson, president 
of the American, and his outwitting of 
Johnson by becoming manager of the 
New York Nationals are matters of 
comparatively recent history, as are 
his winning two pennants for New York 
and the registering of world’s record 
baseball attendances. 

It is true that giving up the Balti- 
more franchise in the American League 
gave Johnson a chance te put New 
York or any other city into the Amer- 
ican League, but McGraw took the 
ground that Johnson was opposing him 
unduly and he wanted to show that 
the American League was so unneces- 
sary to his welfare that he*could get 
one of the best places in the National, 
which he did. 


Personality and Judgment. 
McGraw’s strong personality and his 


judgment of plays and players are his 
strong suits. A writer in the New 
York Sun has this to say: 


“Pitcher Joe McGinnity was a Han- 
lon discovery—at any event was brought 
from the backwoods into the big arena 
by him. Hanlon sent the Iron Man 
to Baltimore, while he (Hanlon) man- 
aged the Brooklyns, and it was with 
McGraw as overseer that McGinnity’ 
made good. McGraw did more to de- 
velop him than anybody else. Frank 
Kitson, the pitcher, was a Hanlon 
product. 

“It has been said of McGraw that he 
does not develop new material, but the 
facts are at variance with that asser- 
tion. He brought out Bresnahan, for 
one, to say nothing of McGinnity—and 
you don’t unearth a Bresnahan every 
day. Moreever, with McGraw as guide, 
philosopher and friend, Arthur Devlin 
has come to be a topnotch third base- 
man. Burnham of Newark is the dis- 
coverer of Devlin, so far as his -pro- 
fessional career is concerned, for he 
sold Devlin te McGraw; but he became 
the finished performer that he is under 
McGraw. Nor did McGraw lose any 
time in finding out for himseif that Dev- 
lin would fill the bill. Devlin is one of 
the aNtional League’s best base run- 
ners, and nearly all that he knows 
about that accomplishment he learned 
with McGraw as his tutor. 

“George Browne, cast loose by Phila- 
delphia, was taken up by McGraw, and 
his fielding improved 100 per cent after 
the change of berths. He is a fine 
thrower, which McGraw was not slow ty 
find out; a fair batter and a swift man 
on the bases. Not the least of McGraw’s 
feats was to discover that there was the 
making of a crack outfielder in Si 
Seymour. Seymour was so erratic as 
a pitcher that he came near falling into 
oblivion as a ball player. McGraw hunt- 
ed him up, took him to Baltimore, and 
made an outfield«r of him. His value 
is too well knowr. to dwell upon. Ames, 
Wiltse and Ferguson are pitchers whom 
McGraw has brought out, and doubtless 
Mathewson has learned a few things 
from his manager.” 

McGraw is essentially a Baltimorean. 
He, like many other ball players who 
came here, found that a ball player 
who was a reputable man in private life 
found a welcome in the home circles of 
this hospitable city. He has always a 
warm spot ‘in his heart for old Oriole- 
town, has property interests here, and 
his wife was a Baltimore girl. She was, 
before her marriage, Miss Blanche Sin- 
dall, daughter of Mr. James W. Sindall, 
the buildér.

Red Baseball Team Has Good 
Claims on the College 
Championship. 








If there ever was a college baseball 
season which emphasized the need of an 
intercollegiate association to determine 


the championship this is the year. Under 
the present conditions it is only by 


chance that the title is awarded without 
a dispute. 
Until this year it has so happened that 


the honor went to Yale, Princeton, or 


Harvard, three universities which play 
with each other a series of two games, 


and three, if necessary, to break the tile. 
But this season two outsiders are dis- 
puting Princeton’s right to the cham- 
pionship laurels. They are Cornell and 
Williams. Although Williams came near 
cleaning up everything on her trip to the 
Middle West, the schedule of the Mas- 
sachusetts boys does not include as 
many important games as does that of 
Cornell. 

At the present rate of winning vic- 
tories, it is likely that Princeton and 
Cornell will be compelled to divide the 
honors. For some reason, the Princeton 
management this year refused to sched- 
ule the usual two games with Cor- 
nell. As ill luck would have it, the 
two teams which ought to fight it out 
for the premier honors will not meet at 
all and any title must be awarded ac- 
cording to comparative scores, or be 
equally divided. Both of these methods 
are extremely unsatisfactory. 

Movements have been started at va- 
rious times to organize an intercolle- 
giate baseball association and to ar- 
range a regular intercollegiate 
schedule to award the title, as 
is done in the =minor_ sports, 
such as basket ball, cricket and asso- 
ciation football.

Arkansas from Batesville to 

Mo., has established a new 
and perilous industry in Ozark County, 
the remotest and most sparsely settled 
region of the State. 

The high price of timber and the 
scarcity of white oak has created a big 
demand for railroad ties, especially on 
the White River Railroad. Along Bry- 
Fork in Ozark 
majestic oaks 


Carthage, 


ant Creek and North 


County thousands of 
stand in the forests. ‘Today tie-chop- 
pers are busy converting them into 
railroad timbers and hauling the ties 
to the river bank. 

Here the great peril begins. The dan- 
ger is in the rapids and frequent high 
waterc of North Fork, down which 
stream these ties are floated. Sometimes, 
the rafts buckle and break while being 
tossed about by the rapids, and then 
there is a‘busy time for the raftsmen 
to save tlemselves and to get the sec- 
tions together again. 

The largest raft of ties ever brought 
down North Fork was cut loose at Syca- 
more a few days ago and floated down 
the turbulent mountain stream to De- 
vere, Ark., on the White River Rail- 
road, a distance of 1% miles. The raft 
was in two sections, one 400 feet long 
and the other %50 feet. 3oth contained 
S00 ties, and five men took them down 
the stream in 10 days. 

Tie rafting is always a dangerous vo- 
cation. Young men who have spent 
all their lives along the river are chosen 
tor the work, because they can with- 
stand the hardships and exposure and 
are able to take care of themselves 
when the raft breaks and they are 
thrown in the swift river. 

Many cf these daring men look upon 
these trips chiefly as excursions to the 
railroad, full of pleasure and recrea- 
tion. While unexperienced men shudder 
at the trip down the turbulent stream, 
the raftsman calls it fun, and his only 
regret is that when the journey is ended 
6nd he gets his pay from the contractor 
at Devere, he must wark back to his 
hurtble home tn the Ozark mountains

he present British Cabinet seems to 
be fully aware of these conditions, but 
lacks the nerve to deal with them vie- 
orously. Bannerman, Morley, — Birrell 
and the other friends of Ireland in the 
Cabinet seem to have yielded to As- 
quith, Fowler and Haldane. and to 
have lopped eff from the Irish Council 
bill some of its most desirable provi- 
sions. In the light of their previous 
public statements, it is unquestionable 
that Premier Bannerman and his asso- 
clates in the Cabinet had planned 4 
measure of much larger scope than the 
one iniroduced by the Chief Secretary cf 
Ireland, and they consented to the mu- 
tilation of the bill to secure a united 
support for it from the Asquith coterie, 
and to, if possible. secure its passage 
by the House of Lords. It was also 
fondly heped that the Irish National 
party would accept the bill as an in- 
stallment of home rule.

All these plans were. upset by the 
national convention held recently in 
Dublin and the ministry are now un- 
dergoing the experience of the man 
Who tried to stand upen the twe 
stones. 

The rejection of the bill by the Irish 
convention is admitted by the English 
Liberal papers to be the worst body- 
blow the cabinet has received since its 
organization. The Radical press and 
most ef the labor representatives are 
in epen mutiny and demanding the re- 
tirement of Asquith and his reactionary 
confreres in the cabinet. This cannot 
be said to be altogether due to the ac- 
tion ef the cabinet in failing to carry 
out premises regarding Irish govern- 
ment remedial legislation, but to the 
growing hostility to the Heuse of Lords 
in Radical circles.

Denunciations of this medieval ‘body 
are loud and leng at by-elections, and 
abolitien ef the class ascendancy in 
Great Britain, which this institution 
typifies, is fast becoming a popular elec- 
tien cry and meets with the mest gen- 
erous support frem the voters. In re- 
fusing to endorse the principle of nomi- 
native membership of the National! Irish 
Council effered to Ireland, and which 
has contained the ministerial bill, Red- 
mond and the Irish party seem to have 
struck a popular chord in England. 
While the sentiment in favor of the 
rejection of the entire bill seems te be 
universal in Ireland.

EVOLUTION LOST, 
CULT HAS 9 LEGS 


Indiana Veterinary Has , Curious 
Explanation for Well-Formed 
Extra Leg. 


from Sycks 














PITTSBORO, Ind, June .15.—A_five- 
legged colt was born on the farm of 
Owen Waters, near North Salem, and -a 
number of horsemen went to see ihe 
animal. Instead of being a “‘dew claw,”’ 
which is a somewhat cemmon occur- 
rence, two distinct and perfect limbs 
branched off from the hock joint, which 
were supplied with hoofs, as in the 
normally formed horse. 

The colt, which was perfect in all oth- 
er parts, was killed, and Dr. R. F. Dean, 
a veterinarian, dissected the _ parts. 
A very curious arrangement of joints, 
ligaments and tendons were revealed, 
that would puzzle the most thoroughly 
versed student of equine anatomy. Dr. 
Dean somewhat hesitatingly advanced 
the theory of recurrence ‘in explanation 
of the abnormal condition. 

The present horse, in the process of |: 
evolution, has descended from an animal 
that originally had five toes, the rudi- 
ments of which are still found in the 
horse of today, and it is the theory that 
simply the abnormal development pro- 
duced the growth.

June 15.—W. H. Code, 
chief engineer of the Indian Depart- 
ment hag arrived here from Washing- 
ton to consult with Louis C. Hill, en- 
gineer in chief of the Tonto Basin 
and Yurs irrigation projects, with re- 
gar! to the allottment of land to the 
Yuma Indians. Every brave, squaw 
and papoose will get five acres of this 
land «nd the engineers will set this 
aside wefore the drawing. Probably 
the Indians will get 5000 acres. 

It will be at least a year, if not 
longer, before the land is open. While 
the polnt has not been settled, Super- 
intendent Ira C. Deaver of the Yuma 
resorvation states that In all proba- 
bility the Government will allow 3et- 
tlers to homestead only 40 acres ¢1ich. 
This is well enough since few men 
could take care of 40 acres of such 
land and bring it under the i g# cul- 
tivation possible. 

The homesteaders will have tt) pay 
the cost of irrigation work in the an- 
nua! installments.

WARSAW, Ind., June 15.—‘‘T'll get it.” 
A crowd of persons who were giancing 
at the top of the Elk’s temple, turned 
quickly about to discover that the speak- 
er was “Bud’’ Patterson, who is totally 
blind. Before anybody could object the 
young man picked his way to the wind- 
ing stairway and, two steps at a time, 
went to a window on the third floor. 
A moment later his form was seen slow- 
ly lowering to a narrow ledge. 

Bud Patterson had votunteered to tear 
away a board on which a large flag 
had become entangled. Breathlessly the 
onlookers followed his movements. 
“Look out down there,” called the youth 
and following the answer of, ‘‘All right!’’ 
he loosened his hold on the plank, 
which came crashing to the walk. Again 
he entered the window, without a slip, 
and soon joined the others below. 

Bud Patterson is a remarkable man. 
He was blessed with sight like other 
boys, but several years ago, while cele- 
brating Independence Day, he leaned 
over a cannon that failed to explode. 
With his face just above the gun he 
detected a spark, but too late.

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New Mexico Line Will Pipe Water 
200 Miles for Use in 
Engines. 





SANTA FE, N. M., June .15.—To in- 
sure a permanent supply of good water 
for use of locomotives and domestic 
purposes along part of the system in 
New Mexico, officials of the El Paso & 
Southwestern Railroad have decided 
upon a ‘plan to divert the water of the 
Bonita River. The project is a big one 
when it is considered the water will 
have to be piped nearly two hundred 
miles through a mountainous country. 
The estimated cost of this pipe line fs 


neariy $2,000,000. To one unfamiliar with 
water -conditions in the territory, this 
may seem to be an enormous outlay, but 


good water is difficult to obtain in New 


Mexico. 

The El Paso & Southwestern has been 
seriously handicapped because of the 
scarcity of good water in its terrritory 


‘and annually spends a large sum of 


money purifying water by chemical] pro- 
cesses. ‘In spite of this precaution, lo- 
comotive boilers are short lived. Flues 
have to be replaced every few weeks and 
the repair bill from this source is a big 
item “in: the’ operating expenses of the 
railroad, 


Two Plans Possible. 
To obviate the’ necessity of employing 


chemists. to- pufify water for making 
steam and to cut the repair bill but 
two plans are presented—either operate 


water’ trains. or. build a pipe line to 
supply the’ desert’.and alkaline regions. 
They chose the latter. Although the 
primary cost will be enormous, the of- 
ficials are convinced it will be cheapest 
in the end. 

The Bonita River, from which it is 
proposed to secure the water supply, is a 
pretty mountain stream fed by melting 
snow which has !ts source in the Sierra 
Blanca or White Mountains !n South 
Central New Mexico. It is a tributary | 
of the Pecos Rjwer. For months agents , 
of the railroad have been quietly buying ' 
available water rights to this stream,

“The proposition’ js entirely feasible 
barring the cost. »This water will cost 
at its destination (per the given: quan- 
tity) at least one hundred umes as much 
fs the highest priced water. used for 
irrigation in this territory.

greater. As I understand it, the pipe 
line will have a capacity of about two 
thousand gallons per minute ae far-as 
Gatrigozo.

To Whom it May Case

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, ILL they succeed in reading a message from Mars during the opposition of 

the planet now approaching? Will the astronomers who have gone to 

South America with elaborate instruments from Chicago, be able to 

photograph the strange lights and flashes from this mysterious orb which they 
expect to see? Will it be possible.to decipher the meaning of such flashes? 

These questions astronomers all over the world are now asking. They are 
looking forward with intense interest to the result of this expedition, whose sole 
purpose is.to study Mars from a lofty mountain peak while the period of oppo- 
sition lasts, There is no doubt in many circles that the men on Mars know that 
the planet is now coming close again and will probably make a tremendous effort 
to communicate with the inhabitants of the earth. 

The people:of Mars, it is believed, want to communicate with the earth. 

At the last opposition 14 years ago three strange lights in a triangle were seen 
through the great Lick telescope as Mars rose above the blue waters of the Pacific. 
These were observed not once, but repeatedly. The orb rose into the evening sky 
with its white snowcaps and its green canals plainly outtined against: its orange 
surface, and then, as if a gigantic signal were flashed towards the earth, one 
after another of these three lights suddenly appeared. They were not there when 
the planet came into view, but it seemed as if the Martians waited for a favorabl: 
opportunity when their orb should be squarely in front of the greatest telescope 
in the world and then turned on the signals. But they were disappointed in estab- 
lishing communication with the earth and nobody has seen the signals since. 

The Martian people appear to have overestimated the intelligenee of the people 
of the earth. They were apparently judging us by themselves. As a matter of 
fact, we today on the earth are believed to be as far behind the people of Mars as 
the people of the stone age were behind us. This is @re plain lession taught by the 
markable book of Prof. Peréival Lowell, the greatest living writer on the subject. 
He has no doubt that Mars is inhabited, and while he does not expressly say 80. 
his book entitled “Mars and Its Canals,” plainly shows that the people of that 
planet are so highly civilized as to make us of the earth look like poor barbarians. 

When Prof. Lowell speaks of “canals,” he means huge artificial waterways 
built by the Martians and so big as to make the Panama Canal look “like thirty 
cents.” There is no such thing as a natural canal. If the people of Mars can build 
canals several thousand miles in length and miles in width, what else might they 
not do? All the wealth in the world today employing all the people could not ir. 
a thousand years construct on the earth the numerous canals which Prof. Lowell 
has pointed out on Mars. These canals, apparently, were built because Mars was 
running short of water. The most plainly visible thing on Mars which you can 
see through any ordinary telescope, are the two snowcaps, one at the north pole, 
the other at the south pole, which grow in size and then melt with the advance 


of winter and of summer. 

When Mars dried up, its people apparently did not have enough water to go 
around, because there are no Oceans on Mars. They were confronted with extinc- 
tion. But even Nature cannot extinguish people of the highest intelligence. They 
promptly proceeded to make use of these two snowcaps by building an enormous 
series of canals for irrigation purposes. In this. way they have a system of irri- 
gation that would make California turn green with envy. In fact, this intricate 
system turns Mars green at certain seasons of the year, as in spring when the crops 
may be seen sprouting along the bank of the canals and then spreading inland, so 
that Mars, instead of looking like a dry desert, is intersected by long streaks of 
green which Prof. Percival Lowell has reproduced in colors in his book, These 
are the growing crops, probably consisting of hay, oats, potatoes and clover. 

People who could build canals like that could do anything. It is impossible 
that these canals could have been natural waterways, because they. run on mathe- 
matical lines and intersect each other just where thay would do the most good. 


The men of Mars are supposed to know that on this earth is a race of people with 
a great opinion of themselves and a few rude instruments. Indeed, it is not at all 
impossible that the Martians may know all about us. If, thejr telescopes are as 
g00d as their canals, they might easily see St. Louis and observe railroad trains 
and ocean steamships and great fires. They probably saw the destruction of San 
Francisce, : 

Taking their canals as an indication of their intelligence, it is considered not 
impossible that they may long ago have mastered the secrets of wireless teleg- 
raphy and the mysterious, rays whose existence the scientist of this world’ are now 
only beginning to suspect. They might thus. not only through their powerful tele- 
Scopes see what was going on on the earth, but they might also lsten with deli- 
cately balanced Instruments that would respond.to our.puny fooling with elec- 
tricity. Edison, Marconi, De Forrest and other experimenters with wireless teleg- 
raphy have frequently called attention to:mysterious dots and dashes that appear 
to come from nowhere. Is it possible that there were efforts of the Martians to 
open communication with us in another direction? Is it possible that they see us 
groping blindly on the outskirts of electricity and are trying to help us along? 
That is one of the questions scientists have asked. 

Having no wars, they appear likewise to have solved the problems of govern- 
ment. If Mars were cut up into a lot of rival nations, each jealous of the other, 
then their magnificent system of canals would have been impossible. The geo- 
metrical regularity of these canals shows a unity of purpose consistent only with 
one central government, conducted on a highly civilized plan. They may have the 
ideal government. Mars may be the abode of the millennium. As human beings, it 
is considered impossible that they could have dug their canals with spade and 
pick, the way we propose to dig the Panama Canal. They could have only made 
these canals by some wonderful machinery which does the work of man, and their 
craps are supposed to be gathered by-another set of machinery. 

Perhaps the only work they ever do on Mars is to think. A Martian may not 
have to labor at all, but by touching a button all the farm work is accomplished 
and he has the rest of the day to indulge in flights of the imagination or ifn 
pleasant games. The Martians are believed to be very scientific, as they well 
might be, having abundance of time and the mastery of the problems of nature 
which we are only now beginning to suspect. 

How they made the three strange lights observed in the Lick telescope has 
never been explained. Apparently they have a kind of light that makes acetylene 
gas look like a tallow candle. They know better than we do that Mars is now 
coming close to the earth again, and it is believed that they will make this sum- 
mer a tremendous effort to open up communication. 

Since the last opposition of Mars we. too, have been groping forward and have 
made some progress which may help us to establish friendly relations. The 
great Yerkes telescope has been set up, throwing the Lick telescope imto the 
shade. Photography has made immense strides. The art of lensmaking has im- 
proved. We therefore can see Mars better than we ever could before, and the 
party going to South America will take the most elaborate photographs ever 
made of this planet. When the signals flash out again, if they do, they will be 
imperishably recorded on the sensitive plates. Moreover, we can now listen for 
signals through our rude knowledge of wireless telegraphy and Gamma rays, 
unknown 14 years ago. A sudden agitation of these delicate instruments s 
taneous with the flashing of mysterious lights on Mars would now have @ o 
significance. '. ee. Ge

George Edwin Crater Jr. of Stanhope, 
County, N. J., will drive ths 
new vehicle up New Yorks 
Rroadway and to Central Park.

he amphibious automobile is the in- 
vention of Jules Ravaillier, an expert 
motor car builder in Paris. It has taker. 
him nine years to complete his inven- 
tion, not only to his own satisfaction, 
but also to that of the French War 
Department, which is intensely inter- 
ested in the new car. The initial tests 
of the vehicle were recently held at 
Paris on the roads and in the Seine. 
On land the machine attained a speed 
of 55 miles an hour, and then, with- 
out the slightest preparation or altera- 
lion, it ran into the water and headed 
up the Seine at 18 knots an hour. 

“M. Ravaillier’s new car is just as safe 
in the water as it is on land,” said Mr, 
“rater, who intends to prove the truth 
of his assertion by driving the car him- 
self from the Battery to Staten Island, 
and thence across the bay to Coney 
Island. 

“It has solved for many of us the prob- 
lem of owning a yacht and an automo- 
hile at the same time,” he continued, 
‘and it will surely take the place of 
the present type of motor car, whicn 
is good for dry land only. With this 
new amphibious type or car we may 
safely cross any bay or river without 
relying on bridges or ferries. We may 
vary the monotony of long rides over 
country roads by spins up and down the 
lakes and rivers.

plans for the erection of a building to 
meet the wishes of the promoters. 

The committee was also empowered to 
undertake the performance of the duties 
formerly discharged by Mrs. Lyon and 
select her successor. Mrs. Lyon has 
promised to assist the committee as 
much as she can in the plans for the 
new building. The action of the Boar 
of Managers indicates that the broken 
mirror superstition is strong enouvi:

The entire round 
trip is made in one vehicle. 

“A trip through Hell Gate via Long 
Island Sound is also within the possi- 
bilities of this new craft, for the strong 
tide rushing through Hell Gate wil) 
have no effect on this machine, which 
has the power to drive the carriage 
through the water at sufficient speed 
to overcome any tidal conditions. 

“You may go to Boston by water and 
return by road, or cross the Sound and 
take half of the journey on Long Island 
roads and a part of it in Connecticut. 
These are only a few of the practical 
possibilities presented by the new car. 
There are hundreds of others which 
owners of Ravalilliere cars will soon be 
figuring out for themselves.’ 

Mr. Crater appears in “Whos Who" 
as a lawyer and financier. A short 
giance at his business career should 
convince anyone that he will not hesi- 
tate to drive his car over the Battery 
wall and down to Staten and Coney is- 
lands when the rioment arrives to do 
so. Mr. Crater was born in Colorado 
im 1870 of an old Virginia family. He 
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will serve one good purpose after all,” 
continued Mrs. Lyon, ‘‘for it will se- 
cure a new and finer home for the or- 
ganization, and undoubtedly bring back 
into the fold the deserters who are pos- 
sessed of the seven years’ bad lick fear.

The idea of forming a woman's athilet- 
ic club in Chicago originated at a din- 
ner given at the home of Mrs. P. D. 
Armour, widow of the great meat pack- 
er, May 26, 1898. Mrs. Lyon was there 
and suggested that it would be pleasant 
to have an exclusive club where women 
could meet, talk, swim, swing on the 
trapeze, or play billiards and pool, bowl, 
ete. Her views met with instant favor. 
The guests then selected a list of 120 
names out of the Blue Book and invited 
as many women to attend a meeting 
with a view to organizing such a club. 

The meeting was held at the Auditort- 
um. But the club expertenced what 
some regarded as a hoodoo at the very 
start. Instead of 1200 women respond- 
ing to the invitations sent out, 13, un- 
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began his business career at 16, studying 
sciences and medicine between times 
and later taking up the practice of med- 
icine. He abandoned this to study law. 
He was admitted to the bar, and is now 
a member of the bar in the states of 
New York, California, Colorado and the 
District of Columbia, and has also been 
admitted to practice in the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 


Although Mr. Crater is only 3% years 
old he has been seven times president 
of national and State banks. 


The Ravaillier car combines 
qualifications of a yacht with those 
of a dry-land automobile.

The airship would be safe in a gale 
if he kept her in the air, but in a few 
hours he might be driven hundreds of 
miles out of his course Should he 
attempt to anchor, the vessel might be 
torn into shreds and wrecked in a few 
seconds.

indicates the drift of his thought: 
“If the dropsy which was cured was 
real dropsy, and the withered arm was 
a real withered arm; if the blind old 
men were not the subjects of hysteria, 
and the sick folk who were laid in the 
streets were not all neurotics, then we 
can no longer accept the works of 
healing as historical and reject the so- 
called cosmical miracles. One 
could rejuvenate at a word a 
of atrophied nerve might bring 
the wasting of a fig-tree in a moment: 
and it would be rash to say that he 
might not command the winds and the 
Waves, or raise the dead to life.’’ 


Not Christ’s-teachings, but His mirac- 
ulous works have been throughout the 
centuries a stumbling block in the wav 
of acceptance of the Gospels. Even in 
Christ's own day, with His miracles 
before their eyes, the learned Hebrew 
doctors sought to “expiain.”’ 

“He hath a devil!’ they cried. trying 
to account to themselves for what He 
wrought by saying that He worke . 
net with the power of God, but with 
the powers of Darkness—with the dread 
evils of Hell's black wizardry. 

“¥e see the works that I do,” Christ 
said; and they did not dispute the 
works. But when he said that these 
works were not his own, but the Fath- 
ers, they would have stoned him for 
a blasphemer.

doctors have been trying to “explain.” 
Once, a half century or so ago, weary 
of this hopeless task, the leaders of 
the “rational’’ school found refuge in 
declaring that the Gospels themselves 
were but myths, fictitious and false, 
and fit only to be thrown aside and 
disregarded.

Some of them are care- 
ful students, thorough scholars. 

Prof. Estlin Carpenter in his ‘First 
Three Gospels’’ says: “The real force 
which worked the patient’s cure dwelt 
in his own mind; the power of Jesus 
lay in the potency of his personality to 
evoke this force.’’ 

This has been the popular view of 
late amongst those who call themselves

Connect the transmitter and receiver in 
series with three dry sells and run one 
wire from the transmitter to the anten- 
na.

ear. Any wireless telegraph message 
within a radius of one mile will cause 
the transmitter te act as a coherer, thus 
making the message audible in the re- 
celver. 

“By using an ordinary 
transmitter and receiver and a half-inch 
jump spark coil, a complete wirelcss 
telewraph station 
will send or receive messages 
radius of one mile. The accompany ig 
wiring diagram shows how to makg the 
connections.
